opposition to candidafes backed 
by the St. Louis Citizens Char- 
ter Committee and Tucker. 


“As of now, I intend to run,” | 


Denny said. “Of course, a lot of 
water will run under the bridge 
between now and next March, 
but my present intention is to 
be a candidate for Mayor in 
1957.” 

Asked if his decision would 
be affected if Mayor Tucker 


decides to seek re-election, the | 


46-year-old Democratic office- 
holder declared: 

“I won't alter my plans be- 
cause any other candidate de- 
cides to run or not to run.” 

Tucker Undecided. 

Tucker has not announced 
whether he will be a candidate 
for re-election next year. He 
had originally planned, after his 
election in 1953, to serve only 
one term; but many of his 
friends say he may decide to 
run again, particularly if his 
efforts in behalf of a modern- 
ized city charter are blocked by 
the politicians. 

The Mayor had support of

Independent Associa- 
tion Blames Pressure 


by ‘Meddlers, Trouble 
Makers.’ 


NEW YORK, April 27 (AP)— 
The independent International 
Longshoremen's Association 
yielded to pressure today and 
pulled out of its alliance with 
the AFL-CIO Teamsters Union. 

The ILA blamed “severe pres- 
sure from meddlers and trouble 
makers” for the breakup of its 
working agreement with the 
powerful truckers union. 

The splitup of the alliance 
|appeared almost certainly con- 


trived to take teamsters presi- | 


dent Dave Beck off the spot. 
The AFL-CIO executive board 
meets May 1 to decide whether 
to throw out the teamsters be- 
| cause of their alliance with the 
| ILA. 

The 65,000-member ILA was 
thrown out of the old AFL 4 
1953 for its refusal to purge it- 
self of racketeers and gangsters. 

The alliance between the ILA 
and the Teamsters was engi- 
neered last fall by Jimmy Hoffa, 
the tough, ambitious Teamsters 
vice president who is believed 
to covet control of both unions. 

Some observers at that time 
speculated that the Teamsters 
with 1,300,000 members would 


eventually absorb’ the ILA's 
dock workers. 
The Teamsters pledged a 


$400,000 loan to the bankrupt 
ILA as part of the original alli- 
ance. A storm of protest forced 
cancellation of the money deal.

U. S. Would Pay 90 Per Cent. 

The bill would provide for 
5114 billion dollars in federal 
and state roadbuilding in the 
next 13 years. It includes 2742 
billions for a 40,000-mile sys- 
tem of interstate superhigh- 
ways. The Federal Government 
would pay 90 per cent of its 
cost, the states the rest 

The Federal Government also 
would step up its regular aid 
to states for roads. 

The measure carries tax in- 
creases with it—$14,800,000,000 
in new and intreased taxes for 
road users in a 16-year period. 
These, with road taxes already 
collected, supposedly will , be 
ample to pay for the new pro- 
gram 

New Sources of Cash. 

The new revenue sources 
would be: 

1. A 1l-cent-a-gallon increase 
in the federal gasoline, special 
motor fuel and diesel fuel 
taxes, raising these taxes to 
3 cents. 

2. An increase of 3 cents a 
pound in the tax on tires, now 
5 cents, and a new tax of 3 
cents a pound on camelback for 
retreading tires. 

3. A 2 per cent increase to 
10 per cent, in the manufac- 
'turers’ tax on trucks, busses 
and truck trailers. 

4. A new annual tax of $1.50 
per 1000 pounds of taxable 
gross weight for trucks and 
busses weighing over 26,000 
pounds if registered for use 
on the highways.

STOCKHOLM, April 27—Eli- 
gible men are so scarce in Rus- 
sia now that women wait at the 
gates of the numerous slave la- 
bor camps to offer themselves 
in marriage to discharged pris- 
oners. 

A sort of female “grapevine” 
keeps them posted when men 
are to be released. Some women 
even travel hundreds of miles 
for a chance at a husband, ac- 
cording to a former Latvian sea 
recently discharged 
from a camp. 

“The women,” he said here, 
“come to the camps to find*hus- 
bands because so many Russian 
men are out of circulation, 
either in prison camps or in 
military service.” 

The sea captain, 49-year-old 
Adolfs Albats, said the women 
know that virtually all of the 
captives who have served their 
sentences are required to find 
work in the towns in the vicini- 
ty of the camps or in some near-

“On the day a prisoner is re- 
leased,” Albats said, “the wom- 
en are waiting at the gate of- 
fering marriage and a home.

1. While Khrushchev and Bul 
ganin seemed publicly to indi- 
cate some support for President 
Eisenhower's “open skies” pro- 
posal as a begirming step in in- 
spection preliminary to disarm- 
ament, privately they ridiculed 
the idea 

As officials here analyze the 
private reports on the talks, it 
is now clear that the Soviets 
will not accept anything like 
an adequate inspection system. 

Arms Talks Seem Futile. 

Therefore little use is seen in 
continuing the disarmament 
talks in which Harold E. Stassen 
has been participating in Lon- 
don. The problem would seem 
to be whether to break off these 
talks with a frank declaration 
that they are futile in view of 
the Soviet stand on inspection 
or whether merely to continue 
them to some indefinite time 

Those who have studied the 
confidential report sent by Stas- 
sen on his private conversation 
with Khrushchev and Bulganin 
compare the situation on dis- 
armament with that which pre- 
vailed after World War I when 
it became evident arms reduc- 
tion was impossible without a 
political settlement which would 
prepare the way for it 

2. The Soviet Union does not 
want to see a war develop in 
the Middle East 

The London talks revealed 
that Moscow, in promoting the 
arms deal with Egypt, may not 
have realized its full implica- 
tions with the threat of a small 
Israel-Egypt war growing into 
a big Middle Eastern conflict 
that might spread beyond that 
region. 

One gain in the talks, as ana- 
lyzed in Washington, is that So- 
viet support of the United Na- 
tions effort in the Arab-Israeli 
dispute is reinforced 
U.S. Hopes Rise. 
Administration is now 
somewhat hopeful that a con- 
flict in the Middle East can be 
averted Prime Minister Eden 
talked tough to B. and K. on 
this subject. The Russians were 
told that the real test of Mos- 
cow's intentions would come 
when it was seen whether the 
Soviet delegate to the United 
Nations would or would not use 
the veto in behalf of the Arabs 

Apparently the Russians made 
,no binding commitment on this 
point, but they are said to have 
been deeply impressed by the 
stern tone used by Eden in 
Discussing the peril in the Mid- 
die East 

But the real gain from the 
Western perspective is in the 
demonstration of the gulf be- 
tween the socialism proclaimed 
in the Soviet Union and 
democratic socialism of Western 
Europe. This demonstration — 
widely advertised when Khrush- 
chev quarreled with Hugh Gait-

| bor party—is believed to have 
| blunted one of the goals of the 
new Communist drive. 

That goal is to bring about a 


return to the old “United 
Front” policy of left wing 
groups, socialists and Commu- 
nists, in every part of the 


world. By his slurring remarks 
to Gaitskill rejecting any in- 
terest in the fate of socialists 
or Social Democrats imprisoned 
in the Soviet Union, the Com- 
'munist party boss shocked La- 
borites not only in England but 
throughout Europe. 

It is believed that the effect 
will be particularly noticeable 
in France where a Socialist 
Premier, Guy Mollet, has been 
tending to talk in a neutralist 
vein. The contrast was pointed 
up sharply by Khrushchev in 
his insistence that the only so- 
cialism was that of totalitarian 
Russia. This will be emphasized 
in American propaganda in 
every possible way. 

Mideast Danger Persists. 

There is no tendency as a re- 
sult of the London talks to min- 
_imize the continuing danger in 
the Middle East. It is clearly 
recognized that the fundamental 
‘Soviet objective is to get con- 
‘trol, or at any rate to share 
in control, of the flow of oil 
from- that region to Europe. 
This is Europe's lifeline and the

whose testimony helped to send 


his sister, Ethel Rosenberg, to 
the electric chair for treason, 
Said today she _ needlessly 


“martyred” herself by refusing 
to confess. 

“It's hard to be called a mur- 
derer by people,” Greenglass 
told the Senate Internal Se- 
curity subcommittee. “But it's 
a harder thing to deliberately 


martyr yourself for a com- | 
pletely erroneous idealistic 
cause. That is the most hypo- 


critical thing you can do.” 


Witness Brought From Prison. 
Greenglass was brought to 
the subcommittee’s public hear- 
ing by guards from the federal 
penitentiary at Lewisburg, Pa. 
He is serving a 15-year sen- 
tence on his guilty plea to 
espionage. 

Greenglass was a key wit- 
ness in the 1951 trial which 
convicted his sister and her 
husband, Julius Rosenberg, of 
treason for the theft of atomic 
secrets for a Soviet spy ring. 
They were executed in 1953 still 
denying this charge 

Greenglass described his own 
struggle before deciding that 
he should testify against his 
sister and her husband. 

After the trials, he said, his 
mother “went to Ethel” and 
urged her to tell the truth. He 
said his mother told Mrs. Rosen- 
berg “David is not lying. ... 
Think of your children.” 

“My sister said ‘you're not 
my mother,” Greenglass con- 
tinued. “Leave me. I don't 
want to have anything to do 
with you, You're as bad as 
Dave.” 

Rejected by Mother. 

His mother, he said, refused 
to perform the Jewish mourn- 
ing rites after her daughter's 
death, Greenglass said, declar- 
ing ‘“‘she’s no child of mine.” 

Greenglass told the subcom- 


mittee that while working at 
the Los Alamos (N.M.) atomic 
laboratory during World War 


Ii—he worked there both as an 
Army sergeant and as a civilian 
—he had listed 20 to 25 fellow 
employes he regarded as po- 
tential recruits for a Soviet es- 
pionage ring.

Young, who told deputy sher- 
iffs he was drinking the night 
he shot and killed the Smiths 
in their home, has never given 
a plausible reason for the 
murders.

No State Contests. 

“An important thing about 
the Pennsylvania voting is that 
the Democratic vote was so 
high considering that. there 
were no state contests to get 
out the vote and the Repub- 
licans had a number of races to 
attract interest,” he said. 

The most crucial tests yet, 
in so far as his own hopes for 
the presidential nomination are 
concerned, lie ahead in the 


Florida primary on May 29 and | 


in the California primary a 
week later. A head-to-head bat- 
tle between Stevenson and Ke- 
fauver is on in both states. 

Stevenson returned last night 
for a one-night campaign stand 
in the populous Miami area.

Rayburn has come out 
for Johnson as Texas's favorite- 
son candidate for the presiden- 
tial nomination and for chair- 
man of the delegation as well. 

Shivers’s Contention. 

The Texas Senator’s remarks 
about Shivers followed his be- 
ing informéd that Shivers 
stated in Texas that Johnson 


could not be the favorite-son | 


candidate and delegation chair- 


man, too, Because of what Shiv- | 


ers described as an unwritten 
rule against a candidate for the 
nomination taking part in floor 
proceedings. 

Johnson said he dislikes hav- 
ing to comment on what he 
termed “Governor Shivers's 
fears” or to “dignify his frantic 
statements.” 

He then proceeded to throw 
barbs at Shivers in a fashion in- 
dicating that he really did not 
dislike having to do it after all.

Non-Residents Ruled Eligible 


To Join St. Louis Police Force 


City Counselor’ S Office Reverses Position 


(f DUS DU BOYCOT! __Bar Against Outside Recruiting Ex- 


pected to Be Discarded Soon. 


The rule requiring two years 
of residence in St. Louis before 
an applicant may join the po- 
lice department was slated for 
quick discard today as the re- 
sult of a legal opinion in which 
the city counselor’s office re- 
versed itself and held that non- 
residents may be employed as 


policemen. 
Recruiting of policemen from 
outside St. Louis has been 


urged as a means of relieving 
the shortage of officers and ex- 
panding the department to full 
strength to cope with the in- 
creasing crime rate. Figures re- 
leased yesterday by the Police 
Department showed the number 
of crimes committed here last 
month increased 20 per cent as 
compared with March, 1955. 

I. A. Long, president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners 
said the board probably would 
act quickly to solicit police ap- 
plications from other parts of 


the state as soon as a legal 
question not covered in the 
city counselor's opinion is 


cleared up. 

“There is still a question of 
residency requirement after 
employment,’ Long said. “I 
intend to discuss this with the 
counselor.” 

May Extend Deadline. 

Long indicated a May 1 dead- 


for the next class of police re- 
cruits may be extended if non- 


\residents are invited to apply 


for jobs. The department is 
preparing to screen more than 
100 applications for the 153 
existing vacancies, a process 
expected to reduce the number 
permitted to enter the new class 
of recruits to less than half 
of the applicants. 

As many as 60 recruits can 
be handled in one class. They 
undergo 12 weeks of training 
after the screening process. The 
authorized strength of the de- 
partment is 2010 commissioned 
men.

It is 
necessary that we find better, 
more effective ways of keeping 
ourselves in tune with the 
world’s needs. oy 
Plans New Emphasis. 

In keeping with this principle, 
the Administration is now plac- 
ing new emphasis on these 
themes: 

1. Neutrals: Instead of ques-

One of the most responsible duties that can 
come to the people of St. Louis will confront 
this community a week from next Tuesday, 
May 8. 

That will be to select a Board of Freeholders 
which in turn will submit a revised City Charter 
to the voters for their judgment at the polls. 

This will be done by, electing 13 citizen free- 
holders from among the 45 candidates who have 
filed for that important office. 

The necessity for an improved and modern 
City Charter does not need to be argued. St. 
Louis's present Charter was written in 1914. 
Much of it is long since outmoded. 

In the more than 40 years that have passed 
since its adoption, many American cities have 
brought their charters up to date to take ad- 
vantage of beneficial developments in municipal 


administration. 
- > . 


As long ago as 1941, the movement for a new 
St.Louis Charter began to take form. The need 
was stressed in the Griffenhagen report of that 
year. Both candidates for Mayor in 1945, Aloys 
P, Kaufmann, Republican, and Henry F. Cha- 
deayne, Democrat, supported the Charter 
movement. 

Then fost seven years ago a Board of Free- 
holders was elected. Its 13 members, headed by 
Raymond R. Tucker, painstakingly drafted a 
new Charter and submitted it to the voters in 
1950. Professional politicians, fearing to lose 
some of their patronage, conducted a campaign 
of misrepresentation with the result that the 
new Charter failed to get the required number 
of votes. 

But that was only history repeating itself. 

Before the 1914 Charter was adopted, a pro- 
posed Charter was defeated by the professional 
politicians in 1911. St. Louis knew in 1950 that 
within a few years the demand for a modern 
Charter would rise again. Mayor Tucker has 
made it a basic part of the program of his City 
Administration. 

The Mayor’s achievements include approval 
of the Plaza bond issue, the earnings tax amend- 
ment to the Charter and the $110,000,000 civic 
improvements bond issue. 

Now the voters are called on to act again.

The ballot that will be handed to the voter in 
the polling place will contain 45 names, listed 
alphabetically. That is about a fourth fewer than 
in 1949 when there were 64 candidates. Still it 
is a large number and no single voter can be 
expected to have known them all 
reputation.

This group of recommendations is broad and 
varied. It is to a large extent a cross-section of 
St. Louis. In terms of geography, experience, 
occupational interest, political affiliation, church 
adherence, racial ties and in other ways it em- 
braces the diverse life of our city. 

Obviously it does not include all the good names 
among the 45 candidates. Paul W. Preisler, for 
example, ought to make a very good freeholder. 
So should Mrs. Rogers Deakin. And there are 
others who can be credited with having the 
best interests of their community at heart. 

But the reviewing committee faced a problem 
of numbers. Only 13 of the 45 can be elected. 
And so, after weeks of study, deliberation and 
weighing of qualifications, the committee made 
its recommendations.

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The Ladies Don’t Like Them 

Faith in the solid good sense of the American 
housewife is vindicated. The women called to 
Washington from all parts of the country to ad- 
vise Housing A®ministrator Cole differed a good 
bit in their architectural preferences, but they 
were solidly agreed on one point: no picture 
windows, especially if they do not frame a pic- 
ture. 

These over-sized expanses of glass were first 
introduced by imaginative architects to allow a 
home owner to enjoy a picturesque bit of scen- 
ery—a sweep of lawn and garden, a spot of 
woods and perhaps a reach of river—from his 
living room as well as from his terrace. But the 
contractors took over the picture window and 
set it in the front of the house where it revealed 
only traffic and was a boon only to lamp-makers 
and peeping Toms. They were convinced that 
Mrs. America demanded a picture window— 
and one that her neighbors could see and see 
through. 

But the lady of the house now has asserted 
her preference for privacy, her antipathy to 
washing more glass than necessary, and her 
regard for her purse, over-strained when an 
errant baseball encounters. one of those picture 
windows. And she will be called blessed by the 
makers of bricks. 
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Bingo for Mr. Nixon 

The Nixon game has ended just eight weeks 
after it began. The Vice ‘President offers to run 
for re-election “in the event that” President 
Eisenhower and the ee da national con- 
vention want him. ., 

The President wants hini. He made that clear 
by permitting Press Secretary Hagerty to par- 
ticipate in the announcement, and express the 
President's “delight.” ‘This is about as close to 
a laying on of hands as Mr. Nixon could expect. 

So the convention. will want him, too. Only a 
madman would now try.to organize a convention 
movément for somebody else. Those restive Re- 
publicins who have been muttering about the 
need for a less controversial figure on the 
ticket have Been silenced, So have the few who 
dared: to suggest that Richard -M. Nixon might 
not be the best man to be entrusted with the 
most powerful office in the world in the un- 
happy event of President Eisenhower's disability, 
And if any Republicans are fooling around with 
that sqpatorial attempt to embarrass Murray 
Chotiner, Mr. Nixon's campaign manager, they 
have now been warned to watch out for burnt 
fingers. 

The game began on Feb. 29 when the Presi- 
dent, in announcing his own decision to run 
again, withheld a commitment on Mr. Nixon. Said 
the President: 

As a matter of fact, I wouldn't mention 
the Vice President in spite of my tremen- 
dous admiration for Mr. Nixon, for this rea- 
son: I believe it is tradition that the Vice 
President is net nominated unéil after a 
presidential candidate is nominated: so I 
think we will have to wait to see who the 
Republican convention nominates and then 


it will be proper to give an expression on 
that point. 


In eight weeks, the President has changed 
his mind, No need to “wait and see” any longer. 
And if it be asked why Mr. Nixon was left 
dangling for eight weeks, the best explanation 
is the reminder that he was also left dangling 
during the 1952 campaign. When he came under 
fire at that time for his peculiar habits of politi- 
cal finance, Gen. Eisenhower waited until Mr. 
Nixon had weathered the starm before embrac- 
ing him as “my boy.” 

It is reasonable to suppose that this time, 
also, “my boy” was invited to run around the 
track a couple of times before being handed the 
baton. 

He made it. Every incipient revolt against 
him withered away. He proved that he could 
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get the support of the G.O.P. organization from 
Chairman Leonard Hall down. He convinced the 
right people that he would not handicap an 
Eisenhower ticket, and that it isn't too incredible 
to think of him as President Nixon. 

So ends this chapter in one of the most thril- 
ling political Soap operas ever put on. We can 
hardly wait for the next. 
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A Slender Reed to Lean Upon 


President Eisenhower and Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson have indorsed Military Reserve 
Week to emphasize the importance of the Re- 
serve program and to increase public interest 
in it. But they must be sadly disappointed 
with the dismal progress the Reserves have 
made since the President last August signed intg 
law the watered-down Reserve Forces bill. 

When he signed it, the President commented 
that the bill fell short of what it should have 
been but “does contain provisions that will defi- 
nitely strengthen the Reserve structure.” Al- 
though the draft provision failed because of vote- 
conscious Congressmen, it was still felt that what 
was left of the bill would do two important 
things: First, recruit before next July at least 
95,000 six-month volunteers between 17 and 18% 
years old: second, increase the Ready Reserve 
to 2,900,000 by 1959. 

But figures released this week show that only 
22.175 youths have volunteered for the six-month 
enlistment and the big Ready Reserve force is 
still largely a ghost army since it numbers but 
890,000. The six-month enlistment is an attrac- 
tive offer. After it is finished the youth is draft 
exempt but must join a Reserve unit and attend 
48 two-hour drills annually for seven and a 
half years. Nevertheless the youth of the nation 
apparently prefers taking its chances with the 
draft which is not knocking on many doors these 
days.

Looking at the record, the Reserves seem really 


to belong in the slender reed category. They 
wil) remain in that category until the Reserve 
Forces bill is implemented or youth accepts more 
seriously its military obligations to the nation. 
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Foreign Aid—-for Ourselves . 

Foreign aid is really self-help for the United 
States. That was the blunt fact which Viet 
Nam's ambassador to this country tried to bring 
home in a talk to the St. Louis Committee on 
Foreign Relations. Without foreign aid, so- 
called, Asian countries struggling toward free- 
dom and self-support lack the capital for cap- 
italism and the dollars to trade with the United 
States, said H. FE. Tran van Chuong. 

The security and the prosperity of the United 
States both depend upon improving economic 
conditions in struggling Asian countries, Ambas- 
sador Chuomg said. Yet this country is spend- 
ing more than four times as much to control the 
farm surplus as to give economic aid to friendly 
countries, he pointed out. No wonder our Viet 
Namese guest declares, with an understandable 
incredulity in his words, “You really cannot go 
on like this!” 

“It is time to revise your thinking about your 
own safety and about foreign aid,” he counseled. 
It is indeed. Money thus spent is neither given 
away nor lost: it is invested. If invested wisely, 
much of it will come back to the United States 
in the form of trade, as Mr. Chuong declared. 
A good first step would be for us to stop delud- 
ing ourselves that foreign aid is either charitable 
or temporary. Whether by public appropriations 
or private investment or the commercial pur- 
chase of geods and services, American dollars 
must go to other nations in order for them to 
realize their aspirations—and us our own.

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Your Rights If You Are Arrested Between Book Ends

Every person taken into custody by police enjoys certain civil 
rights, bar group points out for ‘Law in Your Life Week’; 
among these are the right to say nothing that can be used against 
you, to notify friends, to consult a lawyer, to apply for bond.

If you are arrested, you have rights 
which protect you from being unfairly 
treated. 

]. The Arrest 


For What Can You Be Arrested? 

1. Felony: A felony is a crime which 
may be punished by death or imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary; for example: 
murder, robbery, burglary. 

2..Misdemeanor: A misdemeanor is a 
crime which may be punished by fine 
or imprisonment in the City Workhouse 
or county jail; for example: stealing of 
a sum or property of a value less than 
$50, non-support. 

3. Offense: An offense is a violation 
of an ordinance or regulation, for exam- 
ple: speeding, disturbance of the peace. 

When Can You Be Arrested? 

A policeman may arrest you, 
he has a warrant for your arrest, or 
second, if he does not have a warrant 
for your arrest, but he either sees you 
violate or try to violate the law, or else 
someone has committed a crime, and 
the policeman has good reason to be- 
lieve you are the person. (Other than 
in St. Louis and Kansas City, the crime 
committed must be a felony.) 

What Is a Warrant? 

A warrant Is an order issued by the 
clerk of the proper court, upon infor- 
mation supplied by either the prose- 
cuting attorney or the circuit attorney. 
It states that the person named com- 
mitted a certain crime. 

If a policemman has a warrant for your 
arrest, he must tell you he has it. If 
you ask, he must.show the warrant to 
you. But, in St. Louis or Kansas City 
a policeman may make an arrest with- 
out a warrant if he has cause to believe 
you have committed a crime. 


Can Police Use Force to Arrest? 

If you resist a lawful arrest, the po- 
liceman can use all necessary force to 
arrest you. After you haye been re- 
strained, he cannot use force. An offi- 
cer may break open a door or a window 
to make a lawful arrest. or to serve a 
warrant if you refuse to admit him. 


What if You Are Innocent? 

Even if you think you are not guilty, 
it is a crime to resist an officer who ar- 
rests you lawfully. Respect him. Do 
not talk back or be disorderly. If it 
turns out that you have been arrested 
illegally, the law gives you a means of 
redress by a suit for false arrest. 

De You Have to Submit to a Search? 

A police officer, following a lawful 
arrest, has a right to search your per- 
son and effects, including your auto- 
mobile (if you are arrested therein). 
But he has no legal right to then pro- 
ceed to your home to make a search 
unless he first secures a search warrant. 


If. Your Rights After Arrest 


What Happens After You Are Ar- 
rested? 

After the arrest you are taken to a 
police station. A record of your arrest 
and the charge against you must be 
entered promptly in an “arrest book.” 
When a person has been arrested, he 
has a right to talk with his lawyer at 
once and in most cases to be released 
on bail. There is no legal way to hold 
an individual “incommunicado.” 

Do You Have to Answer Questions? 

It is your right under the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and Missouri 
law (after identification) to refuse. to 
answer any questions, sign any state- 
ments, or take any tests concerning the 
crime. You may have the aid and ad- 
vice of a lawyer at all times. 

After identifying yourself, you may 
refuse to make any further statements. 
Of course, you may waive these rights. 
You may, if you choose, make state- 
ments, sign papers and take tests, Any 
information obtained from you volun- 
tarily, and without the use of force or 
intimidation, may be used in court. 

An oral admission of guilt is a con- 
fession and is admissible 


first if 


has no legal authority to induce you to 
make a confession or admission of guilt 
either by force or threats or by prom- 
ises of no prosecution or of leniency in 
the event of prosecution. The promise 
of a policeman or of a prosecuting offi- 
cial to help you or to intervene with 
the court, in exchange for a confession, 
is not binding. 

You are entitled to telephone your 
family, a friend or your lawyer. 

Can You Be Released on Bail? 

You have the right to be allowed to 
apply promptly for bail. Bail is the 
posting of security to insure your ap- 
pearance in court. 

How Can You Get Bail? 

Any person who has acceptable se- 
curity may post bail; for example, own- 
ership of real estate, stocks, bonds, or 
cash where permitted. 

If you cannot find someone from 
your family or friends who can post 
your bail, professional bondsmen will, 
for a fee, post the bail bond. You 
should know and fully understand the 
cost of this bond. A list of these bonds- 
men’s names is kept at police stations. 

What Happens if You Are Arrested 
on Suspicion? 

If you afe arrested “on suspicion,” 
there is no charge against you. After 
telling the police your name and ad- 
dress, you may apply for bail. 

What Happens to the Money You 
Have With You? 

Practices vary. A receipt or list 
should be made of the money and prop- 
erty taken when you are booked, and 
you should be entitled to a copy. 


Ill. Your Rights in Court 


When Do You Go Before the Court? 

After arrest and booking, you must 
be taken before the proper court as 
soon as practicable. 

Should You Have a Lawyer? 

It is advisable to have a lawyer when 
you appear in court. The court must 
inform you of the charge against you 
and of your right to have a lawyer, if 
you do not have one. He must allow 
you reasonable time to send for one. 


What if You Do Not Know a Lawyer? 

If you have no regular attorney and 
do not know how to select a lawyer to 
help you, you may telephone or write 
the Lawyers Reference Service, Room 
1015, 418 Olive street, GArfield 1-0233. 

Your right to legal counsel should 
you be arrested is a fundamental one 
in our country. This right is so impor- 
tant that if you are charged with a 
serious crime, and cannot afford to hire 
a lawyer, the court must see that a law- 
yer is appointed for you. 

What Happens in Court? 

If you are arrested for a misdemean- 
or, you will be taken before the court 
where you will be informed of the 
charge. You must enter a plea of “guil- 
ty” or “not guilty” to the charge. 

If you plead “guilty” to the charge. 
you will be sentenced. If you plead 
“not guilty,” a date will be set for the 
trial of your case. If you desire a jury 
trial, you must make your request for 
the jury at this time. 

You are entitled to say, “not guilty,” 
even if you committed the crime. Under 
the American system of law, every 
person is considered by the law to be 
innocent until tried and found guilty. 

If you are arrested for a felony, the 
court is required to inform you of the 
charge against you. Yeu are then af- 
forded the opportunity of requesting 
a preliminary he 

At the preliminary hearing the judge 
does not determine your guilt or inno- 
cence, but determines only whether 
there is sufficient evidence that you 
may have committed the crime. 

If you do not desire a preliminary 
hearing you must sign a waiver of that 
right. If the judge finds there is suffi- 
cient evidence that you committed the 
crime, he will hold you for a trial by 
jury later. 

If not, you will be dismissed. You 
may, in most cases, be released on bond. 


.. Twilight of Incandescence — 
THE FILM OF MEMORY, by Maurice 

(Charles Scribner's Sons, 171 pas., $3.) 

The film of memory in this novel un- 
reels from the mind of an old lady who 
is living alone in a shabby hotel room 
in Rome. It is a spectacular film be- 
cause this very old lady, Contessa Lu- 
crezia Sanziana, had been a great cour- 
tesan and European society had drunk 
toasts to the perfection of her beauty 
for several decades. Among her lovers 
she had numbered monarchs, multimil- 
lionaires, cabinet ministers, maharajahs, 
famous artists and distinguished men 
of letters. Poverty-stricken in the twi- 
light of what had once been an incan- 
descent life, the Contessa lapses into 
senile delusions which enable her to 
relive the poignant events of her past. 

One of the eccentricities of her eroded 
mind is that she confuses the ordinary 
persons around her with the dead no- 
tables of yesterday, and she makes the 

_ reenactment of 
long dead situations 
and conversations 
so vivid that even 
the subjects them- 
selves find their 
grip on reality 
shaken. This make- 
believe is carried 
out to the last de- 
tail, such as visit- 
ing a lawyer, whom 
she mistakes for 
another lawyer of 
years before, to 
draw up a will be- 
queathing property, 
that had long ago 
ceased to belong to her, to people who 
are no longer living. 

Carmela, the shy, little floor-maid in 
the hotel, sits in awe at the feet of the 
aged Contessa, and is called upon to 
play many roles, each dictated by the 
reminiscent hallucination of the mo- 
ment. In return, the Contessa teaches 
Carmela the woman's wisdom distilled 
from her long train of experiences in 
the world and her Pantheon boudoir. 


Through her association with the 
Contessa Sanziani, Carmela is offered 
a screen test by a film director, Vit- 
torio Vicaria, who strongly resembles 
the real-life Vittorio de Sica, and like 
him is famous for getting unknown peo- 
ple in the street to play leading parts 
in his movies. There is another Italian 
film director in the restaurant when 
Carmela gets her chance. His name is 
Tullio Albertini and he has a Scandina- 
vian wife, who is a movie actress named 
Karen Holman. They are obviously 
modelled after another famous couple 
known to newspaper-readers the world 
over. 

To capture the autumnal mood of the 
old courtesan and carry it back through 
successive reveries to the spring fresh- 
ness of her youth, while she is concur- 
rently moving steadily towards the 
grave, was no small problem for the 
writer to overcome. Mr. Druon, who has 
won the Prix Goncourt in his native 
France, tackled it successfully and cre- 
ated an unusually effective novel that 
is both real and entertaining. His side- 
glances at the people of the Roman film 
colony, though incidental to the story 
of Contessa and Carmela, are more re- 
vealing than most novels devoted to 
those characters exclusively. 

More than a brief excursion into ge- 
rontology, Maurice Druon’s real con- 
tribution to his readers is the develop- 
ment of the memorable characteriza- 
tion of Contessa Lucrezia Sanziana, 
who lives and dies in the pages of this 
novel as genuinely as any fictional 
character ever has in any book.

on the whole problem of dis- 
armament in its entirety, the 
Soviet government has proposed 
that first there should be agree- 
ment on the reduction of con- 
ventional armaments and the 
armed forces of the states—and 
by the way certain Western 
countries had previously ex- 
pressed support for precisely 
this solution of the question, 
but now for some reason they 
consider that unsuitable. 

They do not seem to wish to 
support the prohibition of 
atomic weapons, do not wish 
agreement on the problem of 
disarmament in its entirety; 
they advanced innumerable con- 
ditions and_ reservations in 
which it might be said the devil 
himself would break his legs. 
and now when it is proposed to 
solve the question of conven- 
tional armaments, this also 
turns out to be unsuitable 


We will hope that the great 
powers will, nevertheless, find 
it possible to take some prac- 
tical steps forward in the mat- 
ter of ending the arms drive. 
In any case, the Soviet Union 
will continue to do what it can 


to assist in the settlement of 
this problem 
It is in order to meet the 


view of the Western powers and 


to achieve the necessary agree- 
ment that the Soviet govern- 
ment now says that it is pre- 


pared to examine the question 
of the reduction of conventional 
armaments and the question of 


the prohibition of atomic and 
hydrogen weapons simultane- 
ously, but not without. how- 
ever, making an agreement on 
conventional armament depend- 
ent upon agreement on. the 
question of atomic weapons. 
Between us and the repre- 
sentatives of the British Gov- 


ernment there was also an ex- 
change of views on the situation 
in the Near and Middle Fast 
We expressed to them our point 
of view on the main reasons for 
the sharpening of the situation 
in this area, declaring that in 
the view tof the Soviet goverf- 
ment the main source of inter- 
national conflict and friction in 
the Near and Middle East area, 
and for the deterioration of re- 
lations between the Arab states 
as well as other 
countries, is the creation of 
military groupings such as the 
Baghdad pact.

Graham, charged in the death 
of his mother, Mrs. Daisie E. 
King, 55, is accused of planting | 
a dynamite time bomb in her | 
suitcase before it was stored in 
pit No. 4 

The United Air Lines DC-6B 
exploded 11 minutes after take- 
off from Denver, 


Magee, assistant chief 
physics and chemistry at the 
FBI laboratory in Washington. 
said he examined 126 pieces of 
the aircraft looking for “residue 
obviously foreign to the air- 
craft.”’ 

Basic Materials. 


He said the basic materials he | 


found were sodium carbonate, 
minor traces of sodium nitrite 


_and smaller amounts of sulphur- 


bearing compounds. Magee said 
that exploded dynamite “leaves 
in varying amounts sodium car- 
bonate, sodium nitrite and sul- 
phur-bearing compounds.” 


Magee said he determined 
what the residue was through 
chemical tests and X-ray exam- 
inations to learn the crystalline 
structures. 


Another witness today, Wal- 
lace E. Martin, flight engineer 
on the ill-fated United flight 
from Chicago to Denver, testi- 
fied his detailed inspections at

I know I am really 
suffering from a different kind 
of hunger then. I understand 
the abnormal cravings of the 
emotionally unbalanced wives.”

They'll Do It Every Time 
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Pepper Helps 
Blend Flavor 
Together 


By Edith M. Barber 


VEN those who insist they 
F tc not like “hot” foods do 

not disregard pepper as a 
seasoning. A tiny touch seems 
to add not only flavor, but also 
apparently helps to blend fla- 
vors together. 

Those with discriminating 
tastes differentiate between 
white and black pepper, and we 
all know without question when 
ged pepper is used. This is often 
called cayenne. It is quite dif- 
ferent in flavor from paprika 
The latter has the color but 
not the pungent effect on the 
tongue. This is also the case 
with sweet, mild pimiento pep- 
per. On the other hand, tabasco 
pepper is exceedingly hot. We 
generally use it by the drop 
from a sauce bottle. 


Green pepper may be either 
mild or hot. Some of the latter 
type become red as they ripen, 
as do some of the mild one also. 
They are so different in taste 
and strength they can be identi- 
fied by touch. We seldom see 
the hot green pepper on the 
market. 

We use both the mild green 
peppers and the red pimiento 
as much for color as we do for 
flavor. They both add interest 
to salads and many other dishes. 
The raw green peppers are in 
market throughout the year and 
we can always find small jars 
or cans of the red pimiento. 


Most pepper comes in ground 
form, but many of us like whole 
pepper on hand to grind as we 
use it, either for cooking or to 
be added at the table. For good 
cookery it is weH to know your 
peppers. 

Veal Paprika. 


Two pounds solid veal, flour, 
salt, pepper, two tablespoons 
butter or bacon fat, one clove 
garlic (peeled), one cup water, 
three-fourths cup sour cream, 
two teaspoons paprika. 


Have veal cut in two-inch 
pieces. Wipe meat with cloth 
and rub with seasoned flour. 
Melt butter or bacon fat in 
heavy kettle. Add garlie and 
saute three minutes. Add meat 
and brown lightly on all sides. 
Add water, cover and simmer 
over very low heat about one 
hour. Remove garlic. Add cream, 
paprika, and more salt if nec- 
essary. Serve on hot platter sur- 
rounded by noodles with poppy 
seeds. Yield: Six servings 

Note: If thicker sauce is de- 
sired, stir in two tablespoons 
softened butter blended with 
two tablespoons flour, just be- 
fore cream is added.

Serve 
meat on hot platters, and pour 
sauce Over and around meat. 
Garnish with pimiento strips. 
Yield: Six servings.

Notes on Cabinetwork. 


ROBABLY no one has done 
P more to help the sales of 

spackle, putty and plastic 
wood than the amateur cabi- 
netmaker. He has found that 
these materials, along with a 
sufficient number of coats of 
paint, will hide a multitude of 
sins and he has used them free- 
ly and ended up with pretty 
fair results. 

Now we think that all these 
products are swell but it’s also 
nics not to have to use any 
more of them than is absolutely 
necessary. Here are some ways 
to improve the general appear- 
ance of fine cabinetwork. 


First, use a sharp saw and 
One with fine teeth. A coarse 
saw cuts faster but leaves a 
rough surface. After a cut has 
been made, use sandpaper to 
sand the edge of the wood so 
it’s smooth, If the cut is rough, 
use a rasp to bring it down 
fairly smooth and then finish 
off with sandpaper. To avoid 
having open seams where 
boards join, always cut on the 
waste side of the line marked 
on the board. If the cut board 
is a little too long, shave off 


the excess with a rasp and 
sandpaper. In serious cases, use 
a plane to remove the excess 
wood to plane to remove the 
excess wood to insure a close 
fit 

Be sure that the wood is well 
seasoned. If the wood is green 
when cut and fitted, seams will 
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appear as it dries and shrinks. 
Be sure to use a good quality 
and accurate square for meas- 


uring a board for cutting. 
Squares of inferior quality can 
get knocked out of line so 
they'll never produce a really 
straight line. When fastening 
either with nails or screws, try 
not to drive them through wood 
that will show. Try to come up 
from the underside but if this 
is impossible, set them below 
the wood surface and then fill 
in over them with plastic wood 
or putty. Use glue whenever 
possible and use screws in pref- 
erence to nails. 


When the job is finished, 
take plenty of time for sanding. 
There is no finish that will 
come out smooth unless applied 
to an equally smooth surface.

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Along the Beaten Path 


INERAMA'S three-eyed camera, ensconced either in the 
nose of a converted B-25 bomber, on a truck, or in one 
case, a railway flat car hurtling down a mountain grade, 
fs in motion about half the time in “SEVEN WONDERS OF 
THE WORLD,” the third motion picture in 
the depth process, which opened last night 
at the AMBASSADOR THEATER. It is 
well, for with the effect of motion, with ob- 
jects rushing towards one or away from 
one, Cinerama achieves its best trick ef- 
fects. It takes the viewer’s mind off its 
defects, and tries to disguise the fact this 
is a travelogue which follows the tritest of 
beaten paths in most cases. 
| Producer Lowell Thomas, who again introduces the 
film, is sO anxious to skim the cream off tourist attractions 
in each country visited that he doesn’t have time to exam- 
ine them thoroughly. For instance, our visit to Rome is a 
quick aerial shot, and then a Vatican ceremony, with some 
interiors at St. Peter’s Church, and a shot at the Colosseum 
ruins—but nowhere does the camera bring out the loveli- 
ness of Rome as did the CinemaScope camera in “Three 
Coins in the Fountain.” 

The curtain opens on the huge horseshoe screen on the 
only remaining one of the original seven wonders of the 
world—the pyramid of Cheops and the Sphinx. From then 
on, the camera jumps the globe haphazardly, and with no 
strongly developed theme, picking up sights and sounds 
most of which are long familiar from previous travelogues. 

We have Japanese chorus girls and cherry blosséms, a 
glimpse at Mount Fujiyama, the tall Watsui dancers in the 
Belgian Congo, Victoria Falls, Niagara Falls, the less fa- 
miliar Iguazu Falls in South America, a cobra and a mon- 
goose fighting in India—and, oh yes, the Taj Mahal—streets 
in Jerusalem, the Acropolis, Mount Olympus, an American 
kids’ baseball game in Saudi Arabia, the quaint narrow- 
gauge railway train going up to Darjeeling (which, to re- 
peat the scenic railway and bobsled ride effects of the 
earlier two films, is made to “run away” down the moun- 
tain), a lot of camels charging in Arabia, the crater of an 
African volcano (this, an unusual and awesome sight), the 
Statue of Liberty, the Empire State Building, the Grand 
Canyon, the giant Sequoia trees of California. I am sure 
that if anything were left out of the standard picture post- 
card attractions, Mr. Thomas and his stunt pilot, Paul Mantz, 
will cover them in the next film. 


Technically, the process is still far from perfect. The 
annoying jerky dancing at the lines of demarcation between 
the three panels thrown on the screen has been eliminated 
most of the time—but the failure to match color shades 
makes these lines of demarcation still too awkwardly appar- 
ent. The process has brilliant light and marvelous focus in 
depth. But the great curve of the screen usually disturbs 
this realistic illusion because flat surfaces slope away, either 
up or down, in crazy curves—even the hood of an automo- 
bile has a bizarre dip in its middle. From where I sat at the 
left rear, the left panel was ludicrous—flat and so distorted 
the people were like toothpicks and horizontal surfaces shot 
up at a 45-degree angle. It was only by gazing determinedly 
at the center and right panels that this defect could be kept 
from being disturbing. 

As I said, Cinerama gets its more intriguing effects by 


motion. For’more prosaic shots not involving movement of 
the camera, I think I prefer the new CinemaScope 55 
camera. 


The Wild Black Yonder 


With all the space fiction thrown on the screen these 
days, it is interesting to come across a story based on actual 
scientific experiments in upper atmospheric flight which is 
intensely fascinating. It is “ON THE THRESHOLD OF 
“//y SPACE,” at the FOX, a well-produced film 
Uf Z beautifully photographed in CinemaScope, 
= which is based on the experiments of Capt. 
Edward Sperry and Lt. Col. John Stapp, 
United States Air Force medical scientists, 
for which they received the Cheney Award 
for peacetime valor. 

Guy Madison plays the counterpart of 
Capt. Sperry, and the late John Hodiak is seen as the coun- 
terpart of Lt. Col. Stapp. First we are shown Madison un- 
dergoing downward ejections at speeds up to 570 miles an 
hour from a B-47 bomber, in which he breaks a shoulder; 
doing a free fall for 30,000 feet before opening his para- 
chute; and learning to control paralyzing spin in the fall by 
swimming notions of the body, leading to the devising of a 
stabilizer. Then Hodiak is shown on the rocket-propelled 
sled shooting to a thunderous speed of 1000 miles an hour 
followed by a shattering quick stop, which temporarily 
blinds him, in tests to find the human ability to withstand 
shock. Madison then takes a balloon gondola to 100,000 feet 
and learns that at that altitude human co-ordination and 
will are so numbed it takes him hours merely to repair a 
loose wire in his radio. There are shots at that altitude of 
the black sky, the earth’s curvature and the terrain, looking 
like a relief map, which we are assured are real and not 
faked. (Presumably, they were taken from an unmanned 
balloon.) The scenes were shot at Eglin Air Base in Florida 
and in the Gulf of Mexico nearby, and at Holloman Air 
Pase in New Mexico. 


Don Camillo Rides Again 

That excellent French actor, Fernandel, is seen in an 
Italian language film (with English subtitles), “THE RE- 
TURN OF DON CAMILLO,” opening tonight at the SHADY 
OAK. It is a sequel to “The Little World of Don Camillo,” 

“U/ not given a first run here, and takes up 
where the first left off, with the worthy 
Italian priest exiled from his beloved vil- 
lage by his bishop for being a bit too vio- 
lent in his arguments with the Communist 
Mayor. Don Camillo chafes in his exile in 
a barren mountain parish, and his old vil- 
lage languishes for him. Even the Mayor 
misses his formidable opponent. But Camillo comes back to 
renew the feud. The very human priest nevertheless avenges 
the humiliation of the Mayor by a hulking fighter in the 
boxing ring by knocking the pugilist out of the ring, and 
the Mayor returns the compliment by saving Don Camillo 
from drowning in a flood. Fernandel does a nice job as 
the priest. But I am not one who finds his feud with the 
Mayor particularly whimsical, touching, or amusing. The 
constant bickering palled on me pretty early in the picture.

Sex and. Treachery 

“SINS OF THE BORGIAS,” which opens tonight at the 
PAGEANT, has been skillfully done, certainly. The French- 
Italian production achieves a beautiful use of Technicolor, 
and there is some imaginative and arresting composition by 
Director Christian-Jaque. A hunt by the 
Borgias and their followers on horseback 
with human game achieves a mounting ex- 
citement and horror as the dogs close in 
on their quarry. A fight between two 
bands of swordsmen in a driving rain over 
the cobblestones and steps of a narrow lit- 
‘tle street has superb color. Martine Carol, 
French star, as Lucretia Borgia, and Pedro Armendariz, the 
Mexican-American actor, as the cruel and treacherous 
Cesare Borgia, are both highly capable performers. 

But the film has been spoiled by its obvious box-office 
sensationalism and by dubbing in English dialogue. The 
voice is, after all, half an actor's performance, and it is 
difficult to evaluate his acting, when another voice, of a 
third-rate actor, is doing the talking for him, when the 
sounds do not match the actor's lips and it is hard to tell 
who is speaking, and when the English translation is trite 
an@ labored. For blatant sex, gore and cruejty, the film 
w@uld draw the envy of even Howard Hughes. Mlle. Carol 
seems to be constantly trying to go as far as the law allows 
in her decolette, and goes further than the law usually allows 
in her nudity in a bathtub scene. The story would have it 
that Luéretia really meant well but was the victim of her 
brother, so Mile, Carol is usually trying to look pure and 
woluptuous at the same time, with the hussy side winning 
nds ,down.

R. ROY A. BURKHART 
[) founa out early in life what 

it means to face: a tough 
problem. Learning German be- 
fore he learned English in his 
Pennsylvania Dutch home, he 
sometimes made a mistake and 
spoke German in school, where- 
upon his unsympathetic teacher 
would strike him on the head, 
causing him to stammer in fear. 
He thought his father preferred 
his older brother and when the 
brother died, he suffered an 
acute sense of guilt. When he 
was 4, he heard his mother say 
he had heart trouble and “prob- 
ably wouldn't live to be 16,” 
causing him to approach his 
teens with a terror of sudden 
death. 


Yes, Dr.. Burkhart had his 
share of problems, and he knows 
he’s no different from millions 
of other troubled people in the 
world. That's why he heads the 
kind of church he does, a “full- 
guidance” church that follows 
its parishioners from before the 
cradle until after the grave. 


“The church can't meet the 
needs of its people with an hour- 
long service on Sunday morn- 
ing,” he said. “‘They have prob- 
lems on week days, too, and our 
business is to help.”’ 


Born a Mennonite, and a for- 
mer youth leader in the United 
Brethren denominafion, he now 
is senior minister of the First 
Community Church of Colum- 
bus, O., a non-denominational, 
unorthodox church that consid- 
ers such problems as mental 
health, disciplinary difficulties 
and job troubles as an impor- 
tant part of its ministry.

URING his 19 years in the 
P) community Church pastor- 

ate, membership has _ in- 
creased by.4000 members to a 
current total of over 5000. Sub- 
ject of an article by Hartzell 
Spence in the Saturday Even- 
ing Post, the church was chosen

and downward and enough of it 
to spread widely. And do not 
work at a desk with white 
paper against a dark surface 
The trouble again is the shock 
of contrast, brought out strong- 
ly by the strong light. A light 
gray blotter under paper is a 
help to the eyes.

Mr. Abel wasn't too keen 
about any opening from his 


hand today but he finally de- 
cided on the king of spades. 
The defense might have been 
a little easier if he had chosen 
the king of clubs but there was 
no way for him to know that 

Miss Brash let the king of 
spades hold and Mr. Abel had 
another chance at the winning 
defense. Hoping to get his 
partner in to lead back a dia- 
mond toward his ace-queen, he 
came out with a low club 

But Miss Brash won, cashed 
the ace of trumps, finessed the 
jack of spades and discarded a 
diamond on the ace of spades. 
Thus she lost only a spade, a 
heart and a diamond, making 
her doubled contract 

You and I see that the best 
defense was a switch to dia- 
monds at trick two. It's tough 
leading from ace-queen, but Mr. 
Abel should have made that 
play nevertheless 

Mr. Dale had to have some- 
thing for his raise to two clubs, 
He had nothing in spades. On 
the bidding it was practitally 
certain that he had no winners 
in hearts. It appeared reason- 


able to assume that he held 
either the ace of clubs or the 
king of diamond: 

If Mr. Abel had laid down 
the ace of diamonds at trick 
two, Mr. Dale would have 


flashed the nine in an attempt 
to announce possession of the 
king. If he had not held the 
king he would have played his 
lowest diamond in which case 
Mr. Abel could have led a club 
to his partner's (supposed) ace. 

The defenders would get 
either a spade, a heart and two 
diamonds or they would get a 
trick in each suit. 

It is true that if Mr. Dale had 
held the ace of clubs and not 
the king of diamonds, then a 
club shift at trick two—and a 
diamond return — would have 
heat the contract two tricks. 
However, Mr. Abel's first job
